Not Single Case of Dread Disease 
in Havana. 


Fok FIRST TIME IN HISTORY | 


Never Before at This Season Has the 
City Been Free from 
Fever. 


Havana, April 1.—For the first time in 
the history of Havana the month of April 
begins without a single case of yellow 
fever in the city. Major W. C. Gorgas, 
chief sanitary officer, is confident that, 


with the sanitary. Measures now being 


enforced and the valuable information 
gained during the recent investigations 
of the yellow fever commission, there will 
be but few cases during the coming sea- 
son. ? 

The marine hospital service ts also tak- 
ing precautions against bringing into Ha- 


vana infected persons or baggage from 
Mexican or other ports. Dr. Glennon, 
chief surgeon, has issued orders for a 


quarantine against these ,wrts, beginning 


April 15th. It is thought that many 
cases in Havana last year were brought 
in from Vera Cruz. which is only two 
days’ sail] from Havana. Hereafter pas- 
sengers from Vera Cruz will be obliged to 
remain in quarantine for three days. 
Immigrants are now kept isolated until 
employment is secured for them, and 
then they are shipped direct into the 
country. The number of yellow fever 
cases in Havana hag decreased wonder- 
fully since the precautions were taken. 
A regular quarantine statfon was built 
bv the Spaniards at Mariel. It is con- 
Sidered one of the best in the marine 
hospital service and win be retained by 
the United States under the clause im the 
Platt amendment relating to sanitation.

Mexico City, April 1.—President ‘Diaz 
opened the April sersion of the twentieth 
congress this evening. The president 
drove to the hall of deputies escorted by 
the presidential guard, in handsome new 
uniforms. He was in excellent condition 
and received the applause of the public. 

The president's message was brief and 
was listened to by a large audience, 
among whom were sevefal visiting Amer- 
cans. 

In brief, the president said that foreign 
relations remain friendly. 

Thirteen. republics of this continent 
have accepted the invitation of Mexico 
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to send delegates to the International 
American convention, which will meet at 
this capital on the 22d of October next. 
Mexico has sent delegates to the Latin- 
American Scientific congress, to de held 
in Montevideo, capital of Uruguay. 
Improving the Cities. 

Contracts have been mad for paving 
123 streets of the capital with asphalt 
and great progress has been made in re- 
constructing the sewerage system of the 
city. The water supply of the capital 
has besn largely increased, keeping in 
pace with the steady growth of the city. 

During the first six months of the pres- 
rent fiscal year 278 new titles to mines 
have been granted, mostly for gold and 
silver properties, 

The census shews the population of the 
republic to be 98,546,700, an Increase of 
911,340 in five year. 

The sanitary, work in progress at Vera 
Cruz continues setive in pursuance of a 
well-studied plan. Progress is being made 
on port works $@8. Coalzacolcos, Santa 
Cruz, Matlin, Mafanillo and Tuan. 

During the past sx months the railroads 
of the country have been eee by 
268 kilometres. * 

Seventy-five new es have been 
established and & noteworthy increase in 
the amount of postal matter handled has 
been made. Special business with the 
United States has increased by 40 per cent. 
The postal revenues have increased 15 per 
cent. The telegraph lines have increased 
1,400 kilometres and several new river 
cables have been laid. 

Good Finencial Showing. 

The financial condition of the govern- 
ment is satisfactory. During the first 
half of the fiscal year the revenue 
amounted to a total of $31,000,000, the 
largest sum ever collected in a similar 
period during the history of the govern- 
ment. Notwithstanding the somewhat 
lessened activity in commercial transac- 
‘tions, there has been a continuous devel- 
opment in all branches of national re- 
sources. 

Much attention has been given to the 
perfection of the military arm of the 
publie service, and a corps of reserve of- 
ficers has been enlisted.

Topeka, Kas., April 1.—The prohibition 
issue forms the principal bone of conten- 
tion in the fight over the various munici- 
pal ele¢tions in Kansas tomorrow. Since 
Mrs. Nation's crusade and the temperance 
upheaval which followed, both sides have 
become convinced that the outcome of the 
municipal elections this spring meant 
much fof or against the prohibition law.

A conviction un- 
der such indictments, as found, leaves 
much to the discrétion of judge and jury 
after conviction. It was for erasing the

A member of the grand jury this morn- 
ing said that that body had no idea of 
finding indictments that would have 
placed the business of the defendants in 
jeopardy.

Judge Nottingham imposed a fine of $10 
on Mr. Cooper for the words. 

The incident this afternoon was a 
sequence of what happened in the same 
case this morning between Judge Not- 
tingham and Mr. Cooper. Mr. Cooper de- 
manded a jury trial for his client, but 
Judge Nottingham refused the request, 
but stated as his reason for so doing that 
when the case was set last week he had 
appointed counsel for the prisoner and 
that counsel had waived a jury trial and 
that he had discharged all the jurors and

Colonel Cooper replied that he had a 
constitutional right to demand a trial by 
jury and said that it was not in the 
judge’s jurisdiction to say that the pris- 
oner should not have a trial by jury and 
that it was nothing to him what it cost 
the taxpayers to keep the man in jail. 

Judge Nottingham very promptly re- 
plied that if Colonel Cooper repeated the 
remark he would fine him 350. The re- 
mark was not repeated aud there was no 
fine imposed. 

The prisoner was sentenced to pay a 
fine or serve six months on the chain- 
gang.

The cases of Powers and Howard were 
reversed by the court of appeals, but 
Youtsey is serying his sentence in the 
penitentiary. It is believed that ex-Gov- 
ernor W. 8. Taylor’s part in the affairs 
which brought about the death of Gov- 
ernor Goebel will be more closely con- 
nected with the assassination than has 
heretofore been developed. 

Ripley was in command of a company 
of state guards and on intimate terms 
with Governor Taylor and Youtsey, who 
was his private secretary. 

Circuit court convened at Frankfort 
today and Ripley’s case was set for to- 
morrow. The cases of the men who con- 
fessed will be again contiriued. One of 
the most important witneses in Ripley's 
trial will be Judge Yost, a noted Ken- 
tucky lawyer, who was ati opponent of 
Goebel and intimately associated with 
the republicans, although he had hereto- 
fore been a democrat.

The Testimony of Burch. 


When the case came to trial Burch. 


pleaded guilty, and it was his testimony 
upon which Wright Lancaster was con- 
vieted. The relationship which Lancas- 
ter was alleged to have with the con- 
spiracy was based entirely upon the testi- 
mony of this man Burch, and it is that 
portion of the attorney general’s report 
and rec endation which is particy- 
larly interesting. The attorney general 
in this conection says: 


The only evidence which can, for a momen 
be considered as connecting Wright Heep] 
with either the conspiracy charged or the mur- 
der was that of Lem Burch, one who was him- 
self not only an active accomplice and one of 
the perpetrators of the murder, but one who, 
by his own story, and the uncontradicted con- 
fession of Clements, is shown so utterly de- 
praved and without moral conscience that the 
history of criminals affords few parallels: and 
whose statements. for this reason, were not 
calculated o inspire belief in anything. In- 
deed, it would seem difficult to get a witness 
whose testimony would be less sufficient for the 
conviction of an accused person than this one. 

In saying that the testimony of this particeps 
criminis, Burch, was substantially all there 
was to connect Wright Lancaster with the 
crime charged, I am not unmindful of the 
testimony of the witness. Bohannon, who tes- 
tified to various after statements of the de- 
fendant Moore, which, if competent and true, 
14 implicate Lascaster. I shall speak later 
0 8. 

That the testimony of Burch was absolutely 
essential is shown also by the: statement of 
the court. The court told the jury (Rec. p. 
126), It, however, they do not believe the

Implicates Lancaster. 


This accomplice, Burch, testified, among other 
things, that Wright Lancaster sent the two 
hired assassins to his (Burch) house for the 
purpose of killing Forsythe, and to be con- 
cealed there until they had an opportunity to 
do so, and that he agreed to pay $200 of the 
$600 promised for the killing. He testified to 
many things quite sufficient, if true, to con- 
vict Lancaster, and also the other defendants, 
of the crime charged. But, so far as material, 
— the payment of 8 of the blood money 
by the defendant Hall, it was of conversations 
which he said he had with these accused per- 
sons. No evidence connected Wright Lancaster 
with the crime charged otherwise than by what 
it was alleged he had said. There was no claim 
that he was even in the neighborhood when 
the murder was committed, or had any con- 
nection with it, except as accessory before the 
fact as above stated; nor was there any evi- 
dence of this, except the conversations de- 
tailed by Burch, and those said to have been 
told by Moore to Bohannon. Burch seems to 
have been a shrewd witness; while he tes- 
tified to very many conversations with Lan- 
caster and the other defendants, he never 
made the mistake of having anyone else pres- 
ent, by whom he might be contradicted. No 
two of the defendants were present at any con- 
versation, nor was any third person; and in 
every material particular he was explicitly

From a 
careful examination of the evidence as thus 
stated, I am unable to see that there was any 
such corroboration of the testimony of Burch 
as would entitle the jury to rely upon it for 
the conviction of Lancaster. 

On an application for pardon these matters 
= not viewed from the standpoint of a re- 
viewing court. All that is here suggesied 
might not be sufficient for the reversal of the 
judgment, and yet might, from the grave 
doubt it inspires of the justice of the convic- 
tion, be one of the grounds of the exercise of 
executive clemency. 


The Bohannon Testimony. 


Besides the testimony of the accomplice 
Burch, the other principal evidence relied upon 
to connect Wright Lancaster with the crime 
charged is the testimony of the witness Bo- 
hannon, who testifies to various statements 
made to him after the murder by James Moore, 
one of the defendants, in which Moore stated 
that Lancaster had told him of his connec- 
tion with the murder, in procuring it to be 
done. And this testimony was greatly relied 
al to also corroborate the testomony of

It will be noted that there was no claim 
that Lancaster had anything to do with the 
murder except as accessory before the fact, 
and the only evidence of this is what he is 
ald to have told Burch and Moore. 

This statement by Moore to Bohannon of 
what he said Lancaster had told him (Moore) 
Was made a week or more after the murder, 
and was, in substance, that he (Lancaster) 
had sent Clements and Lowry to Burch to kill 
Forsythe and that he wae to pay part of the 
price for the killing, It was a mere narrative 


by Lancaster of what he had done more than 


@ month before Moore related it, and related 
by Moore a week or over after the murder 
and after everything had been done in con- 
nection with this conspiracy charged. This was 
admitted on the ground that the declarations 
of one conspirator, made in furtherance or in 
pursuance of the common design or conspiracy, 
are evidence against the others. These declar- 
ations of Lancaster, if properly proven, were, 
of coursa, admissible as a confession against 
him, and, in a proper case, would be admissible 
also against the others. But how must they 
be first proven? Simply as other confessions 
or declarations are proven by the testimony of 
some one who heard them. Lancaster swore 

itively he never said so, and so did Moore. 

hannon swore that Moore told him that Lan- 
caster had said so. That was all. But it was 
Lancaster's declarations, and not Moore’s, that 
were what were sought to be proved. Moore 
could have testified to them, but did not, Bo- 
hannon could not testify to them, and did not, 
for he did not hear them, He testified only 
that Moore told him that he had heard them. 


Unsworn Statements. 


Now, the guilt of one alleged conspirator can- 
not be established by the unsworn statements 
of another person, whether a co-conspirator or 
not. These declarations were offered and 
used chiefly, if not entirely, against Lancaster 
as his confession and as corroborating the 
testimony of Burch against him, and were not 
60 proven as to be competent for either pur- 

. Viewed as the deciarations of Lancaster, 
hey were not proved by the testimony of 
anyone who heard them, and, viewed as the 
declaration of Moore, even if he were a co- 
conspirator, they were not made by him to 
Bohannon in furtherance or in pursuance of 
any conspiracy, for, clearly, Moore did not 
tell this to Bohannon in pursuance or further- 
ance of any conspiracy, The evidence was, 
therefore, inadmissibie, 

But, even if the unsworn declarations of one 
conspirator were competent to establish the 
guilt of another; that is, in this case, even if 
the statement of Moore as a conspirator, of 
declarations made to him by Lancaster, were 
competent against Lancaster, it would be so 
simply because Moore was a _ co-conspirator. 
But the jury acquitted Moore, thereby con- 
clusively establishing that he was not a co- 
conspirator, and removing the only possible 
ground upon which this testimony could de 
claimed to be used againat caster. 

The court should have told the jury that, if

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they found Moore was not a conspirator and 
therefore acquitted him, they could not use 
his declarations against Lancaster or any one 
else, or as corroborative of the testimony of 
Burch. And when the jury did acquit Moore, 
thereby rendering incompetent all that he had 
said, the court should have considered more 
carefully, upon a motion for a new trial, 
whether, as to Lancaster at least, there was 
sufficient evidence, under all the circumstances, 


for his conviction, 

The attorney general concludes that 
“from a careful examination of the case 
I think the competent evidence against 
him failed to show the guilt of Wright 
Lancaster, and because incompetent evi- 
dence, most material and prejudicial, was 
used against him, and especially now, 
after suffering ten years of imprisonment, 
I would recommend his pardon upon these 
grounds, even if there were no other.” 

He, however, holds with Judge Speer, 
whose recommendation he quotes at some 
length, that the Aw has been sufficiently 
vindicated. He does not agree with Judge 
Speer and the district attorney that this 
is true with regard to Clements; the offi- 
Cials of the court recommended Clem- 
ents’s release also, but with this the at- 
torney general, ds stated above, does not 
agree. 

Senator Bacon’s Work. 

Senator Bacon, at whose instance the 
application for pardon was passed upon 
by Attorney General Griggs before that 
gentleman went out of office, spent a 


great deal of time on the case, The Geor- 
| gia senator has been working on this case 


a long time in one way or another, but 
the record in the case of 1,100 pages was 
so voluminous that he was not able be- 
fore to get any of the ie@al officers of 
the government to give it a thorough ex- 
amination. During the time he has, be- 
cause of Judge Bartlett's illness, remain- 
ed here since the adjousument of con- 
«ress, he has had the opportunity to give 
practically his full time to the case, After 
interesting the attorney sweneral in it, he 
spent day after day at the department of 
justice going over the record with At- 
torney General Griggs and discussing the 
various phases of it with him. The sena- 
tor is naturally very much gratified at 
the success of his efforts.

As it is, the lice have de- 
vastated the entire country in the wheat 
belt, and while some fields have es- 
caped entirely up to date, there are others 
that have been so badly damaged that 
they are being plowed under with a view 
of planting cotton in their place.

According to Senator Proctor, these are 
not making very much headway, espe- 
clally, he says, as the delegates to the 
convention are now hearing from their 
constituents, the large proportion of 
whom are anxious for a settlement of all 
political relations with the United States, 
and urge the delegates to ept the of- 
fers of this government. Senor Proctor, 
speaking generally of the conditions in 
Cuba, says that the business situation is 
much improved. American capital is now 
being invested, and this has been espe- 
cially marked during the past three 
months. Various enterprises are on foot, 
there is employment for nearly everybody 
and the quiet and peace that has come 
to the people is appreciated by them. 

Convention in Secret Session. 

Havana, April 1.—A secret session of 
the Cuban constitutional convention was 
held today and attended by twenty-five 
delegates. Among the absentees were Se- 
nor Giberga, Senor Quilas and General 
Sangullly, strong supporters of the Piatt 
amendntent. ‘ ' 

The first matter considered was a reso- 
lution from the Planters’ Association, 
recommending that the convention accept 
the Platt amendment with a proviso that 
the United States government should 
make a reduction of 50 per cent in the 
duty on Cuban products, or at least make 
a preference in their favor over similar 
products from other countries. The reso- 
lution was tabled without discussion. 

The majority report of the committee 
on relations, signed by Senors Gomez, Sil- 
va and Villuendas, was read, but after a 
discussion, which showed that a majority 
of the delegates were opposed to it, a 
resolution to lay it on the table was car- 
ried. A similar disposition was made of 
reports from Senors de Quesada, Tama- 
yo, Nunez and Giberga.

MILITARY COURT ON HAZING. 


Result of Inquiry Made Public by 
Secretary Root. 

Washington, April 1.—The findings of 
the military court of inquiry which in- 
vestigated the treatment alleged to have 
been accorded to the late Oscar L. Booz, 
a former cadet at the West Point mili- 
tary academy, have teen made public at 
the war department. 

The findings of the military court are 
fummed up in a letter written by Secre- 
tary Root, which accompanied the report. 
This letter says: 

The findings of this court of inquiry, 
v hich are sustained by the evidence, show 
that the statements which led to the con- 
vening of the court, to the effect that 
former Cadet Oscar L. Booz came to his 
death by reason of injuries received by 
hazing at the academy, were not true. 
They show that at the time Cadet Booz 
was a member of the academy hazing was 
prevalent there to a deplorable extent: 
that the present -officers of the academy 
have shown commendable energy, zi! 
and efficiency in detecting and punishing 
offenses of this character, and that they 
greatly decreased the practice and im- 
proved the public sentiment among the 
cadets upon the subject. The testimony 
arid findings of the court were placed in 
the hands of the committee of congress 
charged at about the same time with the 
investigation of the subject, and the very 
efficient and beneficia! action of that com- 
mittee, followed by the legislation upon 
the subject, contained in the act of March 
2, 1901. renders ‘urther action by the 4e- 
partment unnecessary.”’ 


MONEY FLOODING TREASURY. 


Statement for March Shows Large 
Increase in Receipts. 

Washington, April 1.—The monthly com- 
parative statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the government, issued 
today, shows that the total receipts for 
March, 1901, were $49,891,125, an increase 
as compared with March, 1900, of $1,165,000. 
The expenditures amounted to $40,762,861, 
an increase of $8,550,000. The surplus for 
the month is $9,128,264. 

The expenditures on account of the war 
department show an increase of about 
$2,250,000, and $1,600,000 on account of the 
navy department. During the last nine 
months the receipts exceed the expendi- 
tures by about $54,302,000.

And Knew All About the Attorney’s 
Relations with Millionaire Rice. 
She Hid an Envelope Full 
of Checks .for the 
Lawyer. 


New Tork, April 1.—The first witness 
today at the hearing of Albert T. Pat- 
rick, the lawyer charged with causing 
the death of William Marsh Rice last 
September, was Mrs. A. M. Francis, who 
kept the house where Patriek formerly 
boarded. When she had been sworn and 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne was 
about to put his first question, Mr. Moore, 
Patrick's lawyer, said he thought the 
witness ought to be cautioned against 


inate herself. 

Mrs. Francis testified. that she had 
known Patrick since January, 1893. Pat- 
rick was her boarder at several places 
where she conducted boarding houses 
and boarded with her at the time of his 
arrest. She was acquainted with David 
L. Short and Morris Meyer and with 
Potts, all of whom have figured in the 
case. Patrick occupied the back parlor 
in her house. She herself had no stated 
room, she said, in reply to a question 
by Mr. Osborne. 

„When did Patrick begin to speak to 
you about Mr. Rice?” asked Mr. Os- 


borne. 

“J decline to answer on the advice of 
my lawyer,“ witness replied. 

“On what ground?“ asked Mr. Osborne. 

“On the. ground that it would incrimi- 
nate me. Mrs. Francis replied. 

She Feared - Arrest. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
said there was no intention of implicat- 
ing the witness with Patrick, but she still 
refused to testify. 

It came out in the testimony that the 
witness had been told by a lawyer that 
if she said anything favorable to Patrick 
the district attorney would have her ar- 
rested. 

„Why do you believe I would have you 
arrested?’’ 

“I saw in the papers on Saturday night 
that you were to make more arrests.“ 

„And do you believe, after my declara- 
tion in open court, that I would arrest 
you, though innocent?“ 

J do,“ she replied. 

Justice Jerome interrupted here and 
said: N 

The testimony of this witness shows 
that she is a woman previously held in 
high esteem in the community. I do not 
propose that she shall go out of this 
courtroom with a stigma on her name 
for lack of time to consider this matter. 
We will take a recess. During the recess. 
madam, I would advise you to see some 
friend—not necessarily a lawyer—but 
some man or woman with sound busi- 
ness sense who can give you counse] 
and advice.”’ 

At the afternoon session Mrs. Francis 
answered some of the questions she had 
refused to answer before. She said she 
met Jones when she kept a boarding 
house in Lexington avenue. Jones called 
there to see Patrick. She said that Jones 
called to see Patrick in the Fifty-eighth 
street house about 9 or 10 o’clock in the 
morning on September 22d, the day be- 
fore Rice’s death. She did not remember 
whether he called a second time on 
that day or not, and she did not recall 
the name of the servants she had at that 
time. ne 

Patrick Beat Her to Phone. 

It was developed in Mrs. Francis’s tes- 
timony that Patrick's wife died in Loul- 
siana and that her physician was Dr. 
Walker Curry. It was Dr. Curry who 
treated Rice for six months before he 
died. At this ~oint an undertaker named 
Plowright testified that he was directed 
by Patrick to take charge of Rice’s fu- 
neral. Mrs. Francis then resumed. 
Patrick was in her house up to 8 p. m. 
on September 23d. She said that at 4 p. 
m. on that day John R. Potts and his 
daughter called. At 6:30 Patrick went 
down to supper. There were other 
bearders present in the house at the time, 
but after supper they went to church, 
Patrick and witness were then alone in 
the house. At 8 o’clock in the evening 
witness said the telephone rang. 

“I went to answer the caH, but Mr. 
Patrick got there ahead of me and took 
the receiver. The message was from 
Jones. He said Mr. Rice was very sick 
or dead.’’ 

Witness said Patrick went out after 
receiving this message, saying he would 
go to the house. 

Did you ever speak about the relations 
with Rice?“ 

Witness said they had. She said to 
the best of her recollection Patrick had 
told her he represented a Mr. Holt in 
settling Mrs. Rice’s will. 

Mrs. Francis testified that on the Satur- 
day morning previous to Mr. Rice’s 
death Valet Jones called at her house and 
delivered a large envelope to Mr. Pat- 
rick. | 

Patrick, witness said, had told her the 
envelope contained checks for the settle- 
ment of Mrs. Rice’s will. Patrick, she 
Said, asked her to assign him a place 
where they could be kept safely, and she 
had the envelope put in the édumb-waiter 
closet, under some other papers, where 
no one would look for them. 


Sent Telegrams for Patrick. 

Witness identified a telegram which she 
had sent to J. M. Coleman, of Houston, 
Tex.

The first message identified by the wit- 
ness, in addition to giving an outline of 
the will, also made reference to the fact

Witness safd that about January last 
year Patrick had told her that if any 
letters came to thé house addressed Jus- 
tice,“ these letters were for him. Pat- 
rick at the same time inserted an adver- 
tisement in a New York paper calling for 
the acquaintances of the late Mrs. Rice, 
and Jones called in response to this ad- 
vertisement. Witness said she never 
heard Patrick say who was the attorney 
for Mr. Rice. She said she undegstood 
Patrick was connected with the side op- 
posed to Mr. Rice in the claim of Holt, 
an executor of the will of Rice’s wife. 

“Did Patrick ever tell you that Rice 
had made a will making him residuary 


legatee?’’ 

“He said he was a trustee. That there 
was use for nearly all the money 
Rice possessed, but that he would have 
some recompense for the work he did. 
I asked him how he knew that he would 
get anything for his work. He said he 
guessed there would be enough left to pay 
him for his services.“

When asked what the nature of the 
Patrick trust was, Mrs. Francis said she 
thought it was an institution for the edu- 
cation of poor children. I don't know 
whether it was after June 30th or pre- 
vious to that date, I learned this.

The witness said she had never exam- 
ined the books or any of Patrick's effects. 

Did Mr. Patrick ever tell you why 
these checks were not sent to Mr. Holt?“ 

He did not.“

sistant, the next witness, testified to hav- 
ing brought the body of Rice to the 
morgue in obedience to an order from the 
coroner. When the body was returned, 
witness said, an autopsy had been per- 
formed. 

On cross-examination, witness said that 
Patrick, when told that the body could 
not be cremated in less than twenty- 
four hours, asked that the body be em- 
balmed. 

The hearing was then adjourned until 
tomorrow.

It has been known for some time that there 
has been great value in cassava root. This 
plant, that seems to have its local habitat in 
Florida and up possibly fifty to one hundred 
miles from the Florida line into Georgia, may 
be the means of revolutionizing agriculture 
in south Georgia, 

I have been to considerable pains the last 
year in investigating the matter fully from 
the planting to the final product—its manu- 
facture into starch, I find that it grows equal- 
ly as well in Georgia as in Florida. and in 
comparison with other starch vegetables one 
acre of south Georgia land will grow 4,000 
pounds of it while one acre of the best corn 
or potato land in Illinols or Michigan can only 
grow 1, 200 pounds of starch. Such is the ex- 
cellency of the cassava, This of itself is of 
sufficient importance to direct the attention 
of our planters to the plant, 

But outside of that it has been proven to 
be of equal value for feeding all kinds of 
stock. The state experiment station at Lake 
City, Fla,, under charge of Professor H. E. 
Stockbridge, has demonstrated that it will fat- 
ten cattle or supply food to the dairy animal

Councilman Minhinnett stated that he 
was opposed to the ordinance. He said 
the matter sheuld be left to the board 
of health; and that there should be no 
conflict with that body. 

Councilman Fincher opposed the ordi- 
rence because Dr. Jarnagin had stated 
that the board of health could manage 
the situation with the assistance of the 
ward physicians, and consequently he 
was opposed to the spending of the $2,400. 

| Vote Is Called for. 

At this point Councilman Grady moved 
that the ordinance be put on its second: 
reading, which motion was passed. After 
the reading he moved that the council 
adopt the ordinance. 

Alderman LaHatte stated that he 
wished to go on record as being in favor 
ot the ordinance, but he did not see where 
the city had money which could be spared 
at this time. When tHe ordinance was 
first read he had thought its scope much 
broader. Still, he would be in favor of 
it if the money could be forthcoming, and 
if a reorganization of the city physicians 
could be effected, he seid. 

Councilman Longino again spoke of the 
money the city was paying for the work 
at present. He was followed by Council- 
man Kontz, who spoke in favor of the 
passage of the ofdinance. The yeas and 
nays were called for, with the result that 
council passed the ordinance by a vote of

Aldermen To Discuss Office. 

The ordinance is now up to the alder- 
manic board for concurrence. The matter 
will be considered by the members 6f the 
board on next Thursday, and the result 
of their action will be awaited with in- 
terest. It is not known what this action 
will be, for in making the committee re- 
port last week Aldermen Johnson and 
Pierce refused to sign the favorable re- 
port. It is also understood from the man- 
ner in which Alderman LaHatte discussed 
the ordinance yesterday that he may op- 
pose its passage. It has also been ~um- 
cred that other aldermen will oppose the 
ordinance, and that the action of the 
ccuncil will not be concurred in. 

The ordinance, as passed by the council 
yesterday, is exactly as jointly recom- 
mended by the ordinance and hospital 
and charities cummittees. It provides 
that the officer shall be elected at the 
first meeting of council in May, and that 
the salary shall be $2,400 per year, the 
term of office being fcur years. Provision 
is made for the trial end punishment of 
the officer for malfeasance, incompetency 
or neglect of duty. It also provides that 
the officer shall have an office in the cen- 
tral part of the city and shall be furnish- 
ed a horse and buggy for use.

OPPOSED TO IT 


Gives Notice of Reconsideration and 
Holds Matter Up. 


OTHERS VOTE AGAINST MEASURE 


Ex-Chief of Police Will Be Offered 


the Position of Special Officer 
for the Recorder. 


An effort was made yesterday in coun- 
ell to pass an ordinance raising the Bal- 
ary of the special officer in the recorder’s 
court from $50 per month to $19. The 
board of police commissioners intend 
giving that place to ex-Chief of Police 
W. P. Manly and seven members of coun- 
cil voted to increase the salary. 

Councilmen Barrett, Reed and Longino 
had left the council chamber before this 
matter was reached. Those who were 
opposed to the increase of salary were 
Councilmen Fincher, Rawson, Adams and 
Kontz. Councilmen Lewis, Minhinnett, 
Terry, Garrett, Glass, Grady and Hill 
favored the ordinance. When a vote was 
taken Councilman Kontz voted no, but 
before the result was declared he askg¢>} 


to change his vote. 

He was asked if he voted under a mis- 
apprehension, but stated he had not. The 
city attorney gave it as his opinion that 
the councilman’s vote could be changed 
if the result had not been declared. Mr. 
Kontz was allowed to change his vote. 
He then gave notice that at the next reg- 
ular meeting of council he would move 
a reconsideration of the action taken. 
This holds the ordinance up for two 
weeks. 

The ordinance was introduced joint), 
by Alderman Johnson and Councilman 
Minhinnett. Mr. Minhinnett explained 
that it was introduced at the request of 
the board of police commissioners. The 
board, it seems, wishes to give the place 
to ex-Chief Manly, but has not the 
money to raise the salary to $100 a 
month. Councilman Minhinnett made an 
eloquent plea for the adoption of the 
ordinance. He declared that when a man 
had been faithful to his duty and had 
served the city for twenty-six years, 88 
the ex-chief of police had done, some 
provision should be made for his future 
comfort. 

Councilman Grady also took this view 
lof the matter and presented forceful ar- 
gument to sustain his opinion. “In this 
instance,“ said he, we must pay the man 
and not the position. The work of that 
office may not be worth $100 a month, 
but it is worth that to Chief Manly. We 
now have no way of pensioning faithful 
men; this is a way. Manly has given the 
best years of his life to the city and his 
services should be rewarded. He is bro- 
ken in health and I for one want to see 
his services recognized. 

‘Councilman Garrett also made a short 
talk along similar lines. He said it was 
better to reward a man when he was 
alive and could appreciate it than to 
wait until his deat® and then erect a 
monument which would do him no good, 

Councilman Kontz said he was in fa- 
vor of recognizing the faithful services 
of all employees, but thought this was 
not the way to show it in this case, 
Councilman Fincher also expressed him- 


self as being opposed to the passage of 


the ordinance.

BALL TERMINATED IN A FIGHT 


Judge Calhoun Will Hold Two Ses- 
sions Daily This Week—Mis- 
trial in Fowler Case. 


The nine negro men and women, who 
were, recently afrested as participants 
in a general light at a ball near East 
Point, were placed on trial before Judge 
Calhoun in the city court yesterday after- 
noon.

The morn- 
ing session is convened at 9 o'clock and 
continues until 12:30 o’clock, when an ad- 
journment is taken for dinner. The af- 
ternoon session holds from 1:30 o’clock 
until 4:30 o’clock. 

Judge Calhoun expects to finish crim- 
inal business today and begin the trial 
of bond cases, 

A mistrial was yesterday morning de- 
clared by Judge Calhoun in the case of 
Louise Fowler, colored, against the Cen- 
tral railroad. The jury went out on the 
case Friday afternoon, 

She was buing for $5,000 for the death 
of Cornelius Fowler, whom she claimed 
was her husband. The railroad contend- 
ed that she was not the wife of Fowler. 

The trial occupied all of last week, 
and a peculiar feature of the case is that 
Judge Calhoun’s charge consumed only 
about three minutes. He said there was

Councilman ‘Reed Introduces 
Ordinance To Stamp Out 
the Cocaine Evil in 
Atlanta.

The formal step of issuing the water 
bonds was taken by, council yesterday 
afternoon. The wheels were set in mo- 
tion, and it is now only a question of 
a short time when the bonds will be on 
the market. 

Clerk Campbell made a report showing 
that an election had been held, and that 
a consolidation of votes had taken place. 
A resolution, introduced by Alderman 
Kilpatrick, setting forth the fact that 
two-thirds of the registered voters of the 
city had declared themselves in favor of 
the issue of bonds, was then read and 
adopted, 

Next came a resolution, fathered by the 
same alderman, referring the matter to 
the finance committee. This resolution 
provides that said election resulted in 
the assent of more than two-thirds of the 
voters of said city at said election, for the 
issue of $200,000 of bonds for the extension 
and better equipment of the waterworks, 
and the finance committee is hereby di- 
rected to prepare and submit to this gen- 
etal council a proper ordinance governing 
the issue and prescribing the form of 
said bonds.“ 

This same resolution, in effect, put the 
solicitor general of the circuit on notice 
that the city contemplates issuing bonds. 
Within the next few days Solicitor C. D. 
Hill is expected to file a suit against the 
city to prevent the bond issue. This is 
merely a legal form for validating the 
bonds. The suit will be filed in the su- 
perior court, and Judge J. H. Lumpkin, 
the presiding officer of that court, will 
sign an order setting a hearing for a 
certain day for cause to be shown why 
the bonds should not be issued. 

No one appearing to oppose the issue, 
the court will again pass an order dis- 
missing the temporary injunction, and 
the bonds in that manner will be declared 
valid. The finance committee of coun- 
cil will next advertise for bids. These 
must be sent in sealed, and will be 
opened by the committee. 

The aye and nay vote was taken on 
beth resolutions referring to the bond is- 
sue at-the suggestion of, Councilman 
Grady, who was of the opinion that 
formal action should be taken that the 
result could appear upon the minutes of 
the proceedings.

Mayor Recommends Hospital. 

During the meeting of council a com- 
munication was received from Mayor 
Mims in which it was recommended that 
council dispose of eleven. acres of land 
near the stockade, the money from the 
sale to be devoted to building a hospital 
for incurables and those patients which 
the Grady hospital could not take. This 
hospital is to be located at the stockade. 
The balance of the money derived from 
the sale oli the land will be used in build- 
ing stables and otherwise improving the 
city prison grounds, 

It is estimated that the land which it 
is proposed to sell will bring between 
$5,000 and $6,000. Mayor Mims also recom- 
mended that a special convict garb be 
provided for city prisoners who are re- 
quired to work upon the streets. The 
hospital matter was referred jointly to 
the finance committee and the committee 
on hospitals and charities. The recom- 
mendation concerning a uniform for pris- 
oners was referred to the prison commit- 
tee. That committee is expected to in- 
vestigate the matter and make an esti- 
mate on the amount of money it would 
take to provide such uniforms. 

Councilman Barrett stated humorously 
that it might be well to provide United 
States soldiers who might be city pris- 
oners with elosed carriages so that they 
could not be seen to disgrace their army 
uniforms. . 

A resolution, signed by the members of 
the street railway committee, providing 
that permission be granted the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company to remove, 
that part of the track, formerly of the 
Atlanta Rallway Company, between Hen- 
drix avenue and Ormond street, on South 
Pryor street, and put in curves and 
branch-offs so that the track of the Pow- 
er company between the streets named 
may be used by the cars of the Pryor 
street and Grant park lines,.was sent back 
to the committee, the point being made 
that the railway company this year had 
not filed any petition for permission to do 
this work. 

Councilman Longino said he had never 
heard of the matter and wanted it to go 
back to the street railway committee. 
Alderman LaHatte fexplained that the 
company had applied for permission, to 
make these changes in 1899 and that they 
were purely in the interest of the public. 
Dr. Longino stated that the present coun- 
cil should not be expected to grant peti- 
tions made to former councils. Upon mo- 
tion of Coyfftilman Barrett the city clerk 
was requested to furnish each member 
of council with a copy of the proposed 
ordinance. 

The ordinance also provides that other 
necessary changes be made in Inman 
Park and that the company shall be ex- 
empted from the general ordinance of Au- 
gust, 1899, in each particular instance.

The report of the streets committee re- 
garding the Capitol avenue asphalt pav- 
ing matter was adopted. This report rec- 
ommended that the bid for $2.34 per 
Square yard of the Southern Paving and 
Construction Company, of Chattanooga, 
be accepted. 

When this action was taken Alder 
Welch introduced an ordinance — 
the property owners on Capitol avenue, 
between Fair and Bass streets, to make 
the necessary Water, gas and sewer con- 
nections within the next thirty days, as 
the asphalt, when placed on the street, 
cannot be cut for any purpose within the 
next ten years. This ordinance, owing to 
the urgency of the case, was adopted at 


once. 


Alderman LaHatte next fMroduced an 
ondinance giving the tax committee au- 
thority to use its discretion in fixing the 
amount of tax to be paid by cireuses or 
shows that parade. The niderman stated 
there were certain kinds of shows that 
should not be required to pay a heavy tax 
for exhibiting for a few days. As the 
matter had not been acted upon by the 
tax committee, it was referred to that 
committee upon motion of Councilman 
Kontz, 

An ordinance was adopted requiring the 
property owners of Glennwood avenue to 
Put down curbing and sidewalks, as that 
Street is to be graded and otherwise im- 
proved at an early date. Council also 
adopted the ordinance providing that $4,300 
be taken from the trunk sewer fund for 
the purpose of building a brick sewer 
2x3 feet to connect with the terminus of 
the twenty-four inch pipe leading from 
Park avenue to the southern line of Grant 
park. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers. president of the 
board of park commissioners, appeared 
before counci] and in a few brief words 
explained the great need for such im- 
provement. He urged, as did Councilman 
Grady, that this extension not be pro- 
vided with manholes, as the fumes from 
the pipe would be objectionable to people 
in the park. The matter will be taken 
up by the aldermanic board next Thurs- 
day, as it calls for an expenditure. 

Will Get More Mules. 

By the action of council yesterday the 
Public works department will get twelve 
new mules to assist in the work that has 
been, mapped out for the department. 
Councilman Terry introduced a resolu- 
tion giving Commissioner of Public Works 
Collier authority to purchase six teams 
at an expense not to exceed $800. It was 
reported that there are now 300 prisoners 
at the stockade that can be used in work- 
ing the streets, and it was urged that the 
new mules be bought as soon as possible 
so that all the hands might be put at 
some work, 

The ordinance introduced by Alderman 
Pierce making it unlawful for merchants 
to open boxes and barrels on the side- 
walks, was referred to the committee on 
ordinances. One of the most important 
ordniances introduced was one by Coun- 
cilman Reed seeking to regulate the sell- 
ing of cocaine and similar drugs in the 
city. This matter was referred to the 
ordinance committee for consideration 
and report. . 

This ordinance will make it unlawful 
for any one to operate a cocaine joint.“ 
be connected in any way with such place 
or visit a resort where cocaine is sold or 
used. The ordinance is calbculated to 
stamp out the cocaine evil in Atlanta 
and gets at the guilty ones even better 
than does the state law on the subject. 

It is expected that the ordinance com- 
mittee will recotnmend at the next meet- 
ing of counci] that this ordinance be 
adopted.

Councilman Reed's proposed ordinance 
seeking to make the two street car com- 
panies come under the provisions of ts 
general ordinance of August, 1899, before 
the expiration of the grants of thé At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, was 
sent to the tax and ordinance cofmmit- 
tees by council yesterday afternoon for 
consideration and report.

Patrolman Hollis had to encounter in 
his own house yesterday afternoon a des- 
perate negro, who was believed to be try- 
ing to sell stolen goods.

An ordinance requiring the Atlanta cab 
and hhkckmen to provide the doors of their 
vehicles with such knobs or handles as 
will enable the public to open them from 
the inside was yesterday introduced by 
Councilman Grady at the meeting of the 
general council and unanimously passed 
by that body. 

In discussing the proposed ordinance all

Any Attempt To Open Interstate 


Fair on Sunday Will Be Oppos- 
ed—Leaague To Be Com- 
posed of Ministers 
and Others. 


The fight against Sabbath desecration 
recently inaugurated by the Ministers’ 
Evangelical Association is to be prose- 
cuted by a Sunday league, composed of 
ministers, business men and all citizens 
‘who desire to secure the enforcement of 
the Sunday law. As was indicated in 
The Constitution of yesterday, Rev. HDd- 
ward Thompson, LL.D., manager of the 
American Sunday League, appeared be- 
fore the ministers at their regular meet- 
ing yesterday morning in behalf of such 
a league, and after hearing his sugges- 
tions the ministers decided upon the 
formation of a league. 

Not only is the effort of the learue 
to be directed to securing the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday law as it relates to 
the sale of unnecessary articles and 
unnecessary work on the Sabbath, byt 
the members will appeal to Governor 
Candler in the event that the directors 
of the Southern Interstate fair decide to 
open the gates of the fair on Sunday. The 
initial steps in the organization of the 
league will be taken in a short time 
and it is the intention to prosecute the 
fight against the violation of the Sun- 
day law with increased vigor and deter- 
mination. 

Mr. Thompson was introduced to the 
ministers and he presented his plan. He 
offered three suggestions to the minis- 
ters and all of the suggestions were 
adopted. 

He suggested that the association an-, 
point a committee to perfect the organ- 
ization of a local Sunday league; that a 
committee be instructed to appear be- 
fore the governor and request that he 
prevent the opening of the gates of the 
Interstate fair on Sunday, should the di- 
rectors decide to open the fair on Sun- 
day, and that all of the pastors of the 
eity be requested to preach on Sabbath 
observance, either on Sunday, April 14th, 
or 2ist. On motion Rev. T. P. Cleveland, 
secretary of the association, was in- 
structed to write to each of the pastors 
in the city, requesting that they preach 
on the above named subject. 

The matter of forming the league was 
placed in the hands of the present com- 
mittee on Sabbath desecration of the as- 
sociation. This committee consists of the 
following: Dr. A. R. Holderby, chair- 
Dr. W. W. Landrum, Rev. Frank 


The members of the committee were also 
empowered to add several prominent bus- 
iness men to the ‘committee. Should it 
become necessary, in reference to the 
fair matter, this committee will also ap- 
pear before Governor Candler. 

In answer to questions Dr. Holderbv 
stated last night that the work of or- 
ganizing the league would begin soon. 
He said that the fight was not to be 
made by the ministers’ association, but 
by the Sunday league, which is a sepa- 
rate and distinct organization, although 
ministers will be members of the league. 
He stated that the league would enter 
the fight to secure rsults. 

May Go to Legislature. 

It is very probable that the league will 
carry the fight into the legislature and 
endeavor to secure the passage of an- 
other law in regard to the observance of 
the Sabbath. It is desired to obtain a 
law that is explicit in every particular, 
The league will present the matter of 
Sabbath desecration to the grand jury, 
it is stated, and if that body refuses 
to act in the matter the organization 
will go into the city court and procure 
accusations against the offenders. 

Dr. Broughton was present at the meet- 
ing. and, in the absence of the president. 
Was requested to preside, he. being first 
vice president of the association, 
he was compelled to leave the meeting 
on account of illness. He stated before 
he left, however, that he was in the 
Sunday fight and that nobody could be 
more aggressive than himself. Dr. Hol- 
derby presided over the meeting at the 
request of Dr. Broughton. 

The association adjourned to meet on 
the first Tuesday of next month instead 
of the first Monday, so that the meeting 
will not conflict with the regular weekly 
conferences of the different denomina- 
tions.

JUDGE LUMPKIN 
ORDERS PLANT SOLD 


Rendered Decision in Southern Agri- 
culturatWorks Case. 


IS FORECLOSED 


Directs That Proper Order Also Be 
Secured from Federal Court. 


PROPERTY IN HANDS OF THAT COURT 


Judge Lumpkin Confirms Report of 
the Auditor—Plant To Be Sold 
by a Commissioner. 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered a decision in the case of Paul Ro- 
mare and Jacob Haas, trustees for bond- 
holders, against the Southern Agricul- 
tural Works, in which he ordered that 
the plant be sold. The concern is now in 
the hands of the United States court, 
through George W. Parrott, trustee in 
bankruptcy, and out of courtesy to that 
court Judge Lumpkin directed that the 
plaintiffs appeal to Judge Newman for a 
decree of sale also. 

A petition was filed in the superior 
court some time ago requesting that the 
report of the auditor, who was appointed 
in the case, be referred to him, that he 
might hear additional evidence, and it 


was also requested that a mortgage on 
the plant for $100 be foreclosed and the 
plant sold. A number of exceptions were 
made to the report of the auditor and one 
of these was that he had allowed inter- 
est on the bonds after the concern had 
gone into bankruptcy. 

Judge Lumpkin denied the motion to 
re-refer the auditor’s report and over- 
ruled the exceptions. He also denied three 
petitioss to make bondholders parties to 
the case. 

Judge Lumpkin foreclosed the mortgage, 
as requested, stating that he did not think 
a court of bankruptcy could foreclose 4 
mortgage, the mortgagees, therefore, hav- 
ing no remedy but the state courts. 

He confirmed the auditor’s report and 
directed that the sale of the property be 
had by a commissioner. In directing that 
a proper order also be secured from Judge 
Newman, he said that without an order 
from a court of bankruptcy doubt might 
be lef; as to the possession of the prop- 
erty and the sale would be affected. He 
said he had no disposition to take any 
step that would seek to interfere with 
the possession of the trustee in bank- 
ruptcy without a proper order from the 
court of his appointment. 

The decision of Judge Lumpkin was 
complete and went into the details of the 
case fully, he also citing law to substan- 
tiate his position. The trustees for the 
bondholders were represented by Attor- 
neys Abbott, Cox & Abbott, Hoke Smith 
and H. C. Peeples, and the bondholders 
were represented by Attorneys Walter 
R. Brown, Hamilton Douglas and Slaton 
& Philips. Trustee in Bankruptcy Par- 
rott was recently made a party in the 
case and he was represented by Attorneys 
Gray, Brown & Randolph. f
